General Pershing will lead the first 
American force to Europe,

sion of approximately 25,000 trained 
Soldiers, who will carry the Stars and 
Stripes to the European battle front 
lending practical help to the forces 
of Great Britain and France and in- 
spiring the forces of the Allies with 
confidence of victory. America has 
been slow in moving due to delays of 
congress, but the decks are now 
cleared for action and events will 
now move swiftly.

Any 
hard working and substantial farmer 
who needs a little help to buy seed, 
fertilizer, or tools, can get it to a 
reasonable extent at a fair rate. 


This gives a man courage to at- 


tempt new enterprises, and broaden 
out his area under cultivation. 
It 


will be a patriotic act for every bank 
to take up the question of encourage- 
ment to farmers in its neighborhood. 
And there is no doubt that banking 
can thereby be much increased.

.pace of tune, the Pence warehouse 
caught fire and it also quickly be- 
:ame a roaring furnace 
Within a 


lalf hour, nothing was left of either 
of the two big structures except 
a 


nle of bunng timber and baled hay 
Fhe hay •which was stacked in great 
:iers in the buildings, was left in a 
jreat pile in the center of the ruins 
and continued to burn until late last 
night. 


Soon after the Pence warehouse 


broke out in flames, the intense heat 
and burning embers, earned across 
3igh street by the high wind, com-J 
mumcated with the residence of Ed- 
ward Holycross, former lumber deal- 
er here and it soon was a mass of 
ruins. The home of Mr. Robinson 
next door, though m close proximity 
:o the Holvcross home, was saved by 
.he tireless 
efforts 
of volunteers 


Though the heat ^as so intense that 
t was almost unbearable, the volun- 
teers stuck bravely to their task and 
prevented much heavier loss. 


When the seriousness of the blaze 


was realized by the village people. 
a request "was sent to Newark and 


olumbus for fire apparatus. Newark 


could only provide hose as the city 
las no pumping engine. Fire Chief 
Jausch sent two men and 500 feet of 
lose and the American Bottle Com- 
pany sent 1200 feet of hose and four 
men to do what they could. 


The Columbus fire department dis- 


>atched a large pumping engine with 
L500 feet of 
hose. This company 


with 12 men 
arrived soon 
after 


4 o'clock 
At that time the blaze 


was pretty well under control. 
In 


'act it had practically burned itself 
out. 


As a matter of precaution, the Col- 


umbus firemen stretched a line of 
hose through the village and the 
mmping engine was stationed along 
;he canal and a stream of water soon 
was playing on the ruins. 


The 
burning warehouses 
were 


ocated close to the tracts of the Ohio 
Electric interurban line and 
the 


joles and guy wires were burned off, 
slocking entrance to the village from 
he east 
Several cars stopped just 


north of the fire. 


The T. & O. C. railroad bounded 


he burning structures on the west. 
On side tracks there, stood three 
oaded freight cars. 
One contained 


baled hay. being loaded by Baugher 
& Trimmer, another contained sever- 
al thousand feet of lumber own by 
the Lake Lumber company, and the 
hard contained a consignment of as- 
phalt shingles own by K. C. White. 
All three cars were destrojed. 


The crew of a T. & O. C. freight 


train extempted to extinguish 
the 


(lames an the car of lumber by send- 
ing a blast of steam against the side 
of the car. 
The pngin^er, braving 


the intense heat, pulled his engine 
alongside the burning car and turned 
the exhaust valve on ihf flames. 


An office near «he Lakfc Lumber 


Company, lora-ted on lh<- northwest 
side of the T. & O. C. IraHts caught 
fire and was quioldv consumed. This 
gave rise to the report late yesterday 
that the lumber ^ard was burning. 
This small building was the only lo«*s 
suffered by the 
lumber company. 


Herofr work succeeded an preventing 
the many piles of lumber catching 
fire. 


One of the <,pectaoalar features of 


the blaze was the desl motion of sev- 
eral carload*? of coal stored 5n the 
Penco warehouse. The coal burned 
slowly feat with intense heat. 


While the fire was still burning; 


Hebron people again discussed the' 
question of a water 
works system.! 


Without it the village Is at the merer 


of the flames and it 
has 
suffered 


several serious fires -within the last 
few jears 
From this disaster, the 


village people believe that the of- 
ficials will draw a lesson showing the 
need of better fire protection which 
a water system would afford 
Friday 


afternoon It was pointed out that ar- 
rangements probably could be made 
with the power house to furnish the 
power necessary to ghe an adequate 
water pressure. 
The purchase of 


adequate fire equipment also 
was 


talked 
among 
the 
citizens who 


watched the burning embers of the 
two biggest business institutions in 
the village 


Discussing the probable origin ol 


the blaze, Hebron people today feel 
sure that a spark from a T. and O. 
C. engine -which was switching cars 
west of the ware houses, must have 
started the blaze. The possibility of 
boys playing with matches or smok- 
ing was also suggested
